"In 1847 Mr John A Poor had 'printed 


au article in the Bangor Whig, sketching a 
broad gauge system of railroads from Lew. 
iston to Bangor, and thence to St. John and 
Halifax 
The road from Lewiston to Wa- 


terville was opened in 1849, though the 
Montreal line, from which it diverged ut 
Danville, was not completed until four 
yrars later 
Early in 18oO, a publie meet- 


ing was held in Bangor to consider the pro- 
ject of a road from that point to some har- 
bor on the eastern shore of Nova Scotia 
and in tbe summer a petition was laid be 
fore the Lagisiatnte of Maine by Mr. Shop- 
ley of Portland, asking for a survey to as 
certain the bett route for sucu a road to 
New Brunswick boundary | The petition 
was headed by Mr. Poor, who «oon after, 
as chairman of a committee of cituena of 
Portland, inued a circular addressed to the 
Governor and council and tho Legislature 
of Maine, the railroad companies and the 
friands of publie improvements throughout 
the United Stales and the British Provinces 
inviting them to atUnd a convention at 
Portland to consider ths same project, by 
which, it was claimed, the trannt between 
tbe two continent! would be reduced to five 
days and between London and Hew York 
to seven "
